Cental cards were »out by tho secre­ 
tary of the Dixon Busluess Men’s Asso­ 
ciation to members calling a meeting 
Saturday evening for the purpose of 
taking into consideration a projKadtion 
from ( ’. M. Henderson 
Co., who pro 
pose to bring to this city a branch ahoo 
factory which is now located at Jeffer­ 
son City, Missouri, asking for a Ismus 
to la* paid by our people. 
The amount 
suggested to cover the expense of such 
removal in, we understand, eight thous­ 
and dollars. 
The company has a con­ 
tract with the prison authorities of 
Missouri of some sort which it is pro­ 
posed to close out,and do the work, now 
done in state prison, here in Dixon. 
Mr. F. A, Watson, manager, stated 
that Mr. Henderson was not advised of 
the proposition to move from Jefferson 
city to Dixon. 
Having interviewed a number of our 
citizens, we find that this request for 
another bonus is not reccoived with 
favor. 
It is tho general opinion that 
the large amount of money which C. 
M. Henderson ,V t o., have received 
from thin people should not be increased 
on account of any proposed additions to 
their plant in this ci*y.
